CAL BRIGGS 


o those of us who attended archi- 
| tecture school at dear old C.U. 

through the ‘50s, the ‘60s, and 
most of the ‘70s, we know we lost a great 
friend and mentor when Cal Briggs died 
in May. It is impossible to think back to 
our school years without remembering 
Cal, his unique sense of style, his dry 
wit, his frustratingly accurate crits, and 
his sincere joy of teaching. Cal Briggs 
was truly one of the most important 
contributors to the character and quality 
of the architectural education at the 
University of Colorado at Boulder. He 
is sorely missed already. 


To commemorate Cals passing, the Class 
of 1959 got itself organized around 
Marvin Sparn, FAIA, and John Hellgren, 
AIA (the Class’ spokesmen) to produce a 
memorial plaque that will be permanently 
displayed in the Boulder Environmental 
Design Building. The etched stainless- 
steel plaque, mounted on a walnut panel, 
incorporates the sketch by artist Joe 
Bartos (Those of us who knew Cal know 
just how wonderful a sketch it is.) and 
the following inscription:

The plaque was unveiled and dedicated 
as an extra, added attraction to the 
September 30th Homecoming Brunch 
honoring the Class of '57, held before 
the Kansas State game. Notables attend- 
ing included Cal's wife Olivia, former 
Dean Devon Carlson, and Dean Patricia 
OLeary. 


The plaque was etched by High Tech 
Images of Englewood. Mr. Hollis Keith 
of Classic Metals, Inc. donated the stain- 
less steel and Bob Seegmiller of Modern 
Fixture Company, Inc. in Denver donat- 
ed the walnut panel. 


Marvin Sparn tells me that discussions are 
currently underway with the school to 
use this new plaque as the beginning of a 
“wall of remembrance” to be established 
somewhere permanently in the building. 
Tm sure you know that in addition to Cal, 
we have also lost Tom Hansen, G.K.Vetter, 
and Bob Rathburn over the last few years. 
This sounds like an idea that simply must 
take hold and succeed. 


Marvin also tells me that donations are 
being accepted to offset the costs of the 
plaque and the future wall of remem- 
brance. Any “extra money” will be con- 
tributed to the Education Fund. I'll bet a 
check to Marvin would find its way to 
the right application.

Every successful project occurs with 
equal attention to each of the design dis- 
ciplines. In our recent AIA Denver Fall 
Breakfast Seminar Series, 14 allied profes- 
sionals talked about their experiences 
working with architects and presented 
examples of their projects that support 
the growing importance of inclusiveness, 
collaboration, and partnering in the 
design process.

GRAPHIC DESIGN AND 


ARCHITECTURE 
—Craig Rouse, Principal ArtHouse Design 


“Sign. Sign. Everywhere a sign. Blocking 
out the scenery, breaking my mind. Do 
this. Dont do that. Cant you read the 
sign?” —Five Man Electrical Band 


Signage has the ability to work and per- 
form on so many levels. Hiring an experi- 
enced design firm will aid in meeting the 
criteria for which each sign must work. 
When an experienced signage design 
firm is brought on board early in the 
development process as the team’s sign- 
age consultant, the marriage of signage 
and architecture can be successfully 
strong and seamless. 


Signage design is often an “applied to” 
rather than “incorporated within” 
process regarding the architectural envi- 
ronment. Office buildings, retail spaces, 
and even open-space environments 
require a certain amount of identity 
through signage; whether it be informa- 
tional, directional, or decorative. 


And too often, these issues are placed at 
the end of a project with an inadequate 
budget of money and time. The project 
signage then becomes an applied 
thought with limiting boundaries, rather 
than an integrated system within the 
project.

Signs are everywhere. They tell us what 
building we are standing in front of, which 
direction to turn, what the temperature is, 
and why you can't park here. They also 
inform us about sale items, today’s soup 
special and who’ playing the Avalanche 
tonight. They are an important part of our 
daily life and often don’t get the proper 
attention to design, location, or execution. 


Without signs, we are a lost society. 
Without appropriately designed signage, 
we are a lost and ugly society. 


LANDSCAPE DESIGN 


AND ARCHITECTURE

In certain ways, a good collaboration is 
like a good marriage—it is founded on 
mutual trust and respect; and knowledge 
of your partners capabilities and talents. 
Often, architects fail to realize that land- 
scape architects are trained in a broad 
range of disciplines that can complement 
an architect’s skills and knowledge. 


Today, most landscape architects are grad- 
uated from programs accredited by the 
American Society of Landscape Architects. 
They are trained in the basic concepts of 
civil engineering, natural systems, and 
urban design, along with horticulture. 


Because of our training, we see the envi- 
ronment as an integrated fabric of build- 
ings, and natural and urban systems, as 
well as the planted landscape. Our train- 
ing lets us assist architects and other team 
consultants develop grading and drainage

concepts and site vehicular and pedestri- 
an circulation systems for individual sites. 


We often bring considerable skills in the 
development of the outdoor spaces that 
give form to new communities and insti- 
tutions. To most effectively take advan- 
tage of the full range of our capabilities, 
effective collaborations are founded on 
the following traits. 


Begin’ with a clear understanding of 
your landscape architects capabilities. 
Discuss the project and reach an under- 
standing on the projects challenges and 
opportunities before engaging their serv- 
ices. Be sure that their skills and experi- 
ence are well suited for the project. 


Collaborate from the projects begin- 
ning. The broadest range of a landscape 
architect's skills can enhance the project 
if the firm is included in the development 
of site plan and building massing, con- 
cepts, not just the planting plan. Once 
grading, building massing, and site layout 
are complete, there is less opportunity to 
assure outdoor spaces can be developed 
to achieve the sites full potential.

SINCERELY, YOUR NEIGHBORHOOD 


| ast May, at the annual meeting of 

the Old North End Neighborhood, 
i something momentous occurred: 
Mark Nelson, AIA, retired from the 
Board!! This event deserved a bit of fanfare 
but regrettably slipped by with only the 
merest of mentions. 


Consider, just for starters that Mark has 
been on the Board of the Old North End 
Neighborhood for 14 years! That trans- 
lates to 168 regularly scheduled meet- 
ings, to say nothing of the numerous 
meetings attended with nearly every 
neighborhood issue. He has served the 
Board under presidents (not necessarily 
in correct order) Angie Adams, John 
Sheridan, Liz Bevington, Ed Farry, Dale 
Harward, Candy Seaton, Bruce Doyle, 
Amy Laird, Cathy Mundy and Randy 
Karsh, and maybe some I’ve forgotten. 
The voice of experience, both in the 
neighborhood and on the Board, is cru- 
cial to a reasoned understanding of our 
perennial issues. 


Mark’s contribution to the Old North 
End Neighborhood, however, went far 
beyond the month-to-month 
Neighborhood exigencies. Although 
Mark always talks about the grassroots 
effort that went into completion of the 
City’s first neighborhood master plan, 
The North End Neighborhood Plan, he 
was really the driving force and the 
vision behind it—getting it completed, 
printed, and eventually approved by City 
Council in 1991. 


On the heels of the Neighborhood Plan 
came the North End Historic District 


Design Guidelines, written by Mark and 
Deborah Abele, Historic Preservationist for 
the city at the time. These two documents, 
both of paramount importance, illuminate 
our history, as well as provide a standard 
for our day-to-day existence and a tem- 
plate for our future. As an architect who 
lives and works in the Neighborhood, 
Mark’ dedication to the standards framed 
by the Design Guidelines are observable in 
his many sensitive and beautiful renova- 
tions and additions to homes in the Old 
North End. 


In fact, the Neighborhood has no greater 
visionary than Mark Nelson. A truly 
effective board members interests go far 
beyond ones own street, and Mark 
exemplifies that comprehensive concern 
for the Neighborhood. Mark talks about 
a “Grand Plan” for the Neighborhood, a 
vision for the future that re-creates our 
Historic Neighborhood as a place with 
beautiful, walkable streets fronting our 
architecturally varied homes in a setting 
where we all can live, work, and play. 


The Steele School Park, the idea for 
which arose from the master plan, was 
executed mostly under the design and 
direction of Mark. He would be the first 
to point out the huge volunteer effort 
that went into the park’s completion, 
both in terms of money and effort—and 
it’s all true. Still, without Mark, none of 
us would today be enjoying this beauti- 
ful little pocket of greenery in the heart 
of a very busy part of our Neighborhood.

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artists and Percent for Art programs have 
installed art on or into architecture, few 
have integrated art into the architectural 
design itself. 


In these projects, artists collaborate with 
architects (and other designers) before 
construction documents are finalized, 
and artist-inspired designs are incorpo- 
rated into the drawings and specs, going 
through the same bid and construction 
process as the rest of the design. 


These elements can include details of 
the architecture like friezes, lintels, sills, 
sconces, railings, and benches—or they 
may be artist-designed spaces and sur- 
faces such as clerestory atriums, tile 
walls, or terrazzo floors. 


Artists David Griggs and Carolyn 
Braaksma collaborated with Paul 
Jezelnick, AIA, and RNL Design on 
the interior of Hill Hall at the 
Colorado School of Mines. 


In all of these cases, the collaborative 
designs can become part of the bid pack- 
age, allowing these items to be “built in” 
to a facility for a seamless integration and 
an economy of construction. Since the 
additional design work and custom fabri- 
cation of these elements is handled sepa- 
rately through the art budget, these art 
elements rarely get “value engineered.” 


Perhaps more importantly, the collabora- 
tion can result in delightful and engaging 
features that reinforce the architecture, 
while focusing attention on the spirit of 
the design. 


The result of this process, when it is 
embraced by all participants, is a collabo- 
rative design that best expresses the char- 
acter and vision of the architecture. I've 
worked on four such projects through 
Percent for Art programs. These are often 
called “Design Team” or “Early 
Integration” projects. 


Each situation has been very different 
and the success of the integration is 
shaped by several factors including how 
early all the participants are brought 
together, how willing participants are to 


listen and learn, and how open-minded 
participants are to design alternatives. 


Certainly this situation can get con- 
tentious, but as I have seen, it can also 
result in creative solutions that bring out 
the best of art and architecture. 


INDUSTRIAL DESIGN 
AND ARCHITECTURE

Today, we hear the word “collaboration” 
or some derivative (partnering, sharing, 
knowledge management, teaming, etc.) 
used to describe everything from an ini- 
tial client contact to a desperate call to 
the carpet installers wondering when 
they will show up. 


All of this so-called collaboration would 
seem like an ideal situation in our com- 
plex field, however, when it comes right 
down to it, collaboration takes guts to pull 
off; the guts to accept that others may 
know more than you. Its exciting when 1 
get the opportunity to work with others 
who are smarter than me. 


Its true. I can usually learn a lot and have 
more fun in a true collaborative process. 
Thinking of myself as having “all the 
answers” will reduce creativity, bring com- 
munication to a halt, and slow down the 
entire process. 1 have “collaborated” with 
designers and architects who know all the 
answers. This type of collaboration is usu- 
ally limited to executing what “is spec’d on 
the drawing.” 


Enough said. 


Because of the importance of architects’ 
roles in a project, it is easy to see why 
they, more than any other allied profes- 
sion in the design-build process, are 
usually at fault when collaboration goes 
out the window. 


Heres why: When a potentially exciting 
project is undertaken, the desire to “do 
everything” usually outweighs the more 
realistic notion that one person simply 
can’t do it all. 


With any design problem someone 
hands you, there is probably another 
designer, architect, contractor, vendor, or 
craftsman who can come up with a bet- 
ter way to approach the problem. Accept 
that, and you can begin effectively col- 
laborating with others. 


Otherwise, consider yourself a creative 
genius and become just like all those 
other creatives you have watched fall on 
their faces. The project will become a 
diluted, tiring, and mediocre version of 
that initial exciting idea that you thought 
you wanted all the credit for.

How you can help secure $25

As you may have read, the AIA is launch- 
ing a major lobbying initiative to have 
school construction and modernization 
legislation incorporated into the upcom- 
ing budget omnibus reconciliation bill. 
The AIA is asking you to contact your 
congressional representative and senators 
and strongly urge them to support the 
federal school construction legislation 
presently before the Congress. H.R. 
4094, sponsored by Reps. Nancy 
Johnson (R-Conn.) and Charles Rangel 
(D-N.Y.), is a bipartisan solution to the 
school construction issue. It allows the 
issuance of tax-credit bonds, which 
emphasizes federal support, rather than 
federal control, over local school districts 
requesting assistance.
